We have two classes 
of citizens, those born to the privilege 
and those who gained it by adoption, 
as in Rome. But ours is a free gift 
conferred with open-handed liberaii- 
ty on the foreigner who desires to be 
one of us, and he enjoys, When once 
endowed with the right of franchise, 
all the privileges of a free-born Amer- 
ican with one sole exception—he can- 
not be President of the republic. 
There is not and there never has 
been any other country which has 
given so much so absolutely freely to 
men of foreign birth. } 

And America has not on the whole 
been disappointed in the citizens to 
whom she has made so great a gift. 
As a rule the adopted citizens of this 
republic have shown notable loyalty 
to the flag, and in peace and war have 
manifested worthiness to exercise 
the franchise of sovereign citi ip. 
In all the professions, inciudi that 
of arms, they have held high Amert- 
can ideals. They have done noble 
work in developing the resources of 
the rich continent which composes 
the American domain. In time of war, 
by land and sea, in official ranks and 
in the common file, they have pro- 
tected the flag and the honor of the 
republic most heroically. 

To justify the great generosity of 
the republic and to show a worthi- 
ness to be endowed with citizenship 
the government has always exacted 
two things from those seeking the 
franchise. They have been examined 
as to their understanding of our 
ideals and their acceptance of them, 
and they have been asked to renounce 
all allegiance to all foreign govern- 
ments, potentates and rulers. In seek- 
ing citizenship with us they have by 
solemn oath divested themselves of 
former political ties, and have prom- 
ised to become Americans in all the 
essentials that make a native-born 


citizen an Americag. As citizens of

Its 
numerical weight has tended to ren- 
der it arrogant and it is disposed to 
make an attempt to force its hetero- 
geneous views on those of native 
birth. This is manifested in a recent 
project to consolidate the foreign 
citizenship of the country into a sol- 
darity whose avowed purpose is to 
impose on Americans practical ways 
of living and ideals pregnant with in- 


}fuence which in time would modify 


the whole framework of American 
thought, principles and life. 

Citizens. of foreign birth should 
think carefully before they commit 
themselves to such a programme. 
They should realize that their citi- 
zenship is not a right they can claim, 
but a privilege and a great one freely 
bestowed upon them. Their oath binds 
them to be Americans above all 
things else. Their allianr as citi-

BATTLE ALREADY LOST. 

The news from Washington is to 
the effect that certain trust interests 
are preparing to carry the war against 
the President into Congress as soon 
as that body assembles.

But the attempt will be a failure, 
and the present is particularly inop- 
portune for such a struggle.

But that is not all. The President 
is merely the executive arm of the 
government.

Here his position is unassailable. If 
the managers of great business com- 
bines feel aggrieved about the execu- 
tion of these laws, their way is clear. 
Let them go into Congress and pro- 
pose to have the laws which they re- 
gard as obnoxigus abrogated. If they 
think any clause of these acts unjust 
in its effect, let them appeal to Con- 
gress to modify or amend the acts. 
This is a privilege open to any citi- 
zen. Let us see what Congress will do 
when it comes to act in accordance 
with its own proper functions. But 
the floors of Congress are not the 
place to attack the President for do- 
ing his duty and seeing that the laws 
are enforced. There is no standing 
ground anywhere for a fight like 
that. 

The politicians and their masters, 
the trusts, tried these tactics in New 
York on the Governor. Hughes made 
a diréct appeal in the people. The 
press of the State took the Governor's 
side of the controversy, and the most 
callous recalcitrant politican in 
Albany ran to shelter from the storm 
which swept all threugh the State.
